Pastor Causes Row. 


Five elders of the Olivet Institute 


which for a time divided the church 
into opposing factfons, and which final- 
ly was settled by the presbytery of 
Chicago, it became known yesterday. 

One of the réagens given by the eld- 
ers in their formal resignation is ‘' be- 
cause of the unpatriotic utterances 
from the pulpit by the Rev. Norman

Dr.. Barr Pastor for 31 Years. 
For 31 years Dr. Barr has been the 
guiding genius of Olivet institute, 
which is a social service and communi- 
ty center, located at Blackhawk and 
Cleveland streets. He has bulit it up 
until its buildings and other assets now

Haas, Thomas Bennett, Walter F. Foss, 
and H. H. Kelow. Mr Haas said last 


night that Dr. Barr recently from the 
pulpit termed the United States Su- 
preme court a “Court of Hell” for 
having sustained the courts of Califor- 
nia in imposing a prison sentence upon 
a woman convicted of seditious utter- 
ances. Dr. Barr has referred to him- 
self frequently as a bolshevik, and had 
announced that he never would be 


according to Mr. Haas. 


The Minister's Reply. 

Dr. Barr, in reply, said he had re- 
ferred to the Supreme court decision 
as a “ hellish ” one, because it stirred 
up trouble and denied the constitution- 
al right of free speech. He never re- 
ferred to himself as a bolshevik, he 
said, and concerning the American 
flag, his statement has been that “I 
will follow the flag and the cross and 
when they separate, I will follow the 
cross.”” The clergyman said he pre- 
ferred not to discuss Mr. Knox’s dis- 
missal, that he. was content to rest 
upon the statement that the Chicago 
presbytery had upheld his action fully.

Judge Gambie called Davis before him 
and when he refused to give the in- 
formation, on the ground that his klan 
oath prevented the submission of such 
facts, the court ordered him confined 
until he relieved himself of contempt 
by answering the questions. Davis’ 
gentence created the greatest sensa- 
tion of the investigation, which start- 
ed Monday before a special grand jury. 


Questions Go Unanswered. 


When Davis was called before the 
grand jury Attorney General McCall 
asked him the following questions: 

“Is Ira B. Thompson exalted cyclops 
ofthe Luverne klan?” 

“Who were some of those present 
at a meeting of the Luverne klan 
which you attended?” 

"Who were some of those there who 
had robes with them?” 

To each of the questions, Davis de- 
elined to answer, saying he had taken 
an oath as klansman not to reveal in- 
formation about any person unless evi- 
fence were adduced to show that such 
Mlansman*had been guilty of crimes. 
He contended that he had not been 
convinced that such evidence was 
forthcoming or. that the questions 
would furnish such information. 

Davis insisted that he was willing to 
aid in any way possible but had no in- 
formation that would indicate the guilt 
ofany persons. He contended that the 
questions were irrelevant to thé state’s 
investigation.

Toll of Carelessness on 
Eyes Is Shown. 


With 100,000 blind in the United 
States and an army of 3,000,000 having 
seriously defective eyesight, leading 
opthalmalogists met with safety engi- 
neers and health authorities yesterday 
at the Stevens hotel. They planned a 
campaign to check the increase of 
faulty eyesight among Americans, 

The American people of the future 
might become known as a sightless 
race, unless drastic measures are 
taken to combat the causes of blind- 
ness, speakers said. The convention 
was under the auspices of the Na 
tional Committee for the Prevention of 
Blindness and there were delegates 
from the following groups: the Illinois 
Society for the Prevention of Blind- 
ness, Nationa] Safety Council, Tumi 
nating Engineering Society of Amer- 
fea, Dllinois Social Hygiene league, 
Chicago Opthalmological society. 


Carelessness of Americans chiefly i¢ 
responsible for increasing blindness, it 
was agreed. Carelessness of workmen 
in factories causes 15 per cent of the 
accidents which result in loss of eye 
sight, and the carelessness of millions 
of other persons in neglecting their 
eyesight or abusing it helps to add to 
the thousands of sightless, speakers 
declared. 


The great cause of blindness used to 
be neglect of the sight of new-born it 


lation making it a crime to omit drop 
ping prophylactic fluid into the eyes 
of the infant nearly has
